May it please your Grace, 

We, tlio Local Government Board for Ireland, submit to 
your Grace this our Second Annual Report under the statute 
35 & 36 Vic., cap, 69, entitled “The Local Government Board 
(Ireland) Act,” 



‘ 1. We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar 

returns in previous Annual Reports, a summary of weekly returns 
of persons relieved in the workhouse and out of the workhouse 
for fifty-two weeks from the week ended 22nd February, 1873, to 
the week ended 14th February, 1874, both inclusive; and we give, 
in illustration of these and previous returns, the two indoor and 
outdoor relief diagrams,* so as to afford a comparison of the fluc- 
tuations which have occurred in each year for the last seven years.

3. In this portion of our last Annual Report wo had to notico 
a considerable increase of the number of inmatos relieved in tho 
workhouses in the early part of 1873, in comparison with the 
number at the corresponding season of 1872, showing a difference 
on the 8th February, 1873, of no less than 2,!)58, the total number 
on that day having been 54,125. In tho present Report wo aro 
enabled to exhibit an equal decrease in the numbers, which on the 
7th lebruary, 1874, were only 51,161, showing a difference of 
,yb4 m comparison with the preceding year, and very nearly tho 
same number as on the 7th February, 1872. *

winch represents, week liy week for seven years past, tho fluctua- 
tion in the number, shown how precisely it responds to tho progress 
of tho seasons in each particular ;yi'.nv. Similarly, as between 
one year and another, the ’increase or decrease of tho number of 
tin: inmates of workhouses is dependent on the character of tho 
year as compared with that of its predecessor or successor. There 
is occasionally, however, a series of had seasons such as the In-door 
Diagram shows to have prevailed in the earlier of the seven, 
years there represented, while the later ones, with tho execution 
of 1872-73, show a series of years of a favourable character. * 

In the first of the seven yoarH (1807-G8) in tho above table 
wo find tho maximum number of inmates was 02,170, and in the 
last year, 1873 74, they wore 1)2,954, a dilforonco of 9,210; while 
tho average daily number in the former was 53,017, and in the 
latter 40,573, a difference of 0,444. 

5. While the indoor pauperism fluctuates with the seasons tho 
out-door exhibits a continuous but slow rate of increase, and, for 
reasons fully explained in, paragraphs 3 and 4 of the Twenty- 
second Annual Report of the Poor Law Commissioners, is never 
referred to in those Reports as an indication of tho favourable or 
unfavourable condition of the country. 

The remark lias been made that, iu England out-door relief 
is continuously declining, while in Ireland it is continuously on 
tho increase, Tho explanation is that, in England tho popular 
or prevailing opinion is that out-door relief has been for a long 
time past in excess of what it ought to ho, and active exertions have 
been made by both the Central and the Local Poor Law Authorities 
to reduce its extent, while in Ireland tho popular opinion is that 
there has boon too little out-door relief in comparison with the 
in-door, and it is to tho operation of this fooling at Boards of 
Guardians that tho continuous increase is duo. 

6. Tho number of children “ out at nurso ” is 1,535, in compari- 
son with 1,520 at tho same time last year. 

7. Tho following table exhibits tho progress of tho relief of 
"persons disabled from labour,” &e., since 1857, in comparison 
with tho other two classes for which out-relief is legalized by 1st 
section of 10 Vie., cap 31 : —

The total number of deaths in the workhouses in the fifty-two 
weeks comprised in the table has been 11,801. In the corre- 
sponding tablo in tho last Annual Report the total number of 
deaths was 11,072, which, compared with the present numbers, 
shows an increase of 129 of deaths, and an increase of 1,218 com- 
pared with the number in tho preceding year. 

Tho number of deaths by fever is 663 in comparison with 655 
in the previous year, and with 678 in the year preceding. 

It will be seen that 110 deaths from small-pox have taken 
place in tho workhouse hospitals of Ireland in the course of the 
year 1873-74 in comparison with only one single case recorded 
in our Report for the year 18G9-70, and with only 13 in the year 
1870-71. In the following year, 1871-72, the number was 462 
and in 1872-73 it was 077, the epidemic having prevailed during 
a portion of each of these yoars.

Hence it will bo noon that tho total disbursement of poor-rates 
for all purposes, viz., relief, medical relief, burial grounds, registra- 
tion of births, deaths, and marriages, and sanitary measures was 
in 1872 £81)4,888, ami the amount of poor-rate collected £748,580; 
tlie expenditure making a poundage of Is. 4d. in the pound on 
the valuation. In .1 878 the expenditure was £950,736, or Is. 5-J : d. 
in the pound, and the peer-rate collected only £850,304; tho 
difference between the expenditure and collection being to a 
great extent covered by the parliamentary grant for medical and 
educational purposes.

18. Wo next submit to your (iraoo tlio report of our pro- 
coodings, urulor the above mootiouuil Acta of .L’nrlinmout, l'or the 
year ended September 80th, 1878. 

With a viow to exhibit the condition and progress of .D.isj>en»avy 
modical relief iu Ireland tint subjoined table shows, as usual, tlm 
roliof allunlod undor tlm Modiital tJharities Act for each year of 
tlm clovou iindod in September, 1878. In thn first column of tlm 
compartment belonging to each provinco is given the number of 
cases, tor each year, proscribed for at the .Dispensaries, and in 
the second column the number of cases of patients treated at their 
own homos who were so seriously ill as not to ho able to attend 
at the Dispensaries. 

In the fifth compartment tlm totals of these cases respectively 
for all Ireland are given.

On comparing the ilgunw for tlio two last years in this table, 
it will bo observed that there has boon a decrease for Uni last 
compared with the previous year in each class ol' cases in all the 
provinces. Of the coses attended at the Dispensaries there has 
boon a decrease of 715 oases in Ulster, of i>,Si<SK in Munster, of 
1,201 in Leinster, and, of 5,400 in Connaught; producing a total 
decrease of 12,79.'! casus. Of the oases attended at the patients’ 
homos there has also been' a uniform doorcase fur the last year, 
amounting to 2,757 eases for Ulster, (I, Odd for Munster, H, 1 77 for 
Leinster, and 2,208 for Connaught; giving for all Ireland a 
decrease in dispensary cases of 12,793, and of domiciliary eases of 
19,210; such uniform decrease in both classes of eases, between 
two consecutive years, has oecurred only twieo before sineo tlio 
establishment of the present Dispensary system, viz., between 
1805 and 1806, and between 1870 and 187i. During the same 
period of twenty years the annual number of eascH receiving 
gratuitous Dispensary relief has risen from 090,411 to 092,020, 
notwithstanding the doorcase during the samo timo of the popu- 
lation of Ireland, not falling much short of a million. In last 
year’s ltoport wo had occasion to remark, on coin] taring the 
numbers of cases for the then two last years, a great diminution 
of Dispensary eases in oneh province, amounting in the whole to 
34,321 cases; but, on the contrary an increase of cases attended 
at the patients’ homes, giving a total of 17,075 eases. 

19. In the saute report attention was directed to a remarkable 
discrepancy between the different provinces in respect to tlio 
number of Dispensary relief tickets issued by the individuals 
authorized to givo them, and cancelled by the Committees of 
Management on the ground that the persons obtaining them 
wore not fairly entitled to receive gratuitous modieal relief. Tim 
same discrepancy still exists. During tlio last year tlio Committees 
in Ulster cancelled 270 tickets, in Munster 97, in Leinster 103, and 
in Connaught 79. Assuming what is probably true, that tlio 
Committees in Ulster exercise tlio power of cancelling tickets 
without any unduo harshness, and that the persons who issue 
tickets aro as caroful as in tlio other provinces not to bestow 
them on improper objects, having regard also to the number of 
tickets issued respectively in tlio four provinces (viz., for last year 
107.903 in Ulster, 213,392 in Munster, 228,782 in Leinster, and 
81,947 in Connaught), tliero ought to have been cancelled last 
year in Munster and Leinstor, instead of 97 and 103 tickets, con- 
siderably more than 270, and in Connaught about half that 
number, instead of 79. The obvious intention of the Legislature 
in confiding to tlio Committees the power of cancelling Dispensary 
relief tickets issued by the individuals privileged to grant them, 
was, to prevent tlio abuso of the privilege, in the event of snob 
relief being bestowed on persons whose circumstances would 
admit of their procuring medical attendance for themselves ; and 
the figures quoted abovo certainly justify the suspicion that tlio 
ConnnittooB in Leinster, Minister and Connaught do not oxoroiso 
the powor of cancelling Dispensary relief tickets with judicious 
strictness, 
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Alterations in Dispensary Districts. 25 

20. Very few alterations of tho arrangements in the Dispensary 
Districts have boon effected during tlio .last year. Tho number 
of members of Committees of Management wore increased in 
eightoeen Dispensary Districts. Tho number of Medical Officers 
was reduced in tho Slum-one District of Itoacrea Uidon from two 
to one. An. Apothecary, in addition to tho Medical Officer, was 
appointed in the .Ballymena and Itathminus Districts of tho Bally- 
mena and South Dublin Unions. 

Additional appointments of Midwives have boon made during 
tho year in six districts, — ono in each of four, and two in each of 
two districts. Thoso most useful appointments have now been 
sanctionodin 1 93 Dispensary Districts. Wo have before expressed 
great regret that they have not been more generally adopted, as 
wo aro persuaded that they arc well calculated to provont much 
suffering to women in labor, and oven, not unfrequontly, to 
savo life. 

Elovon Medical Officers of Dispensaries and ono Workhouse 
Medical Ollicor have boon superannuated under tho Poor Law 
Medical. Officers’ Superannuation Act in tho course of tho year, all 
of whom havo boon awarded two-thirds of their salaries, tho highest 
sum permitted by law.

tho throo years ondod in Soptombor - , 1873, mark tho commencement, 
acme, and doclino of tho very unusually sovoro epidemic of small- 
pox now nearly oxtinct. Tho oxooptionally largo number of vac- 
cinations, the rosult of alarm, in 1872 (282,484) consisted to a very 
considerable amount of vaccinations and ro-vaccmations of adults. 
Such vaccinations in 1872 oxcooded those of tho same class in 
1871 by 98,980 eases, and cxooodod thoso of 1873 by 120,268, the 
increase botween tlio two formor, and decrease botween the two 
latter years coinciding with the rise and subsidence of the. small- 
pox panic. ,

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Vaccination. 



may now be considered as quite established, that the influence of 
vaccination as a preventive of small-pox is impaired in the 
course of years; and that therefore it is in all cases highly ad- 
visable that those who have been vaccinated in early life, to soenre 
them against the danger of infection if exposed, to it, should be 
re-vaccinated about the period of puberty. The prevalence of 
the opinion in question, even among the peasantry, together with 
the alarm occasioned by the visitation of epidemic small-pox, pro- 
duced the extraordinary demand at the Dispensaries for vaccina- 
tion and re-vaceination shown in the table for 1872 ; and the 
great increase in the vaccination expenses in that year, and the 
subsidence of the epidemic, and at the same timo of tlio panic, 
satisfactorily accounts for the greatly diminished vaccinations for 
1873 compared with 1872 (via, 143,611 cases), and tho correspond- 
ing diminution of vaccination exponsos between tho same years 
amounting to £6,080. 

22. In the next tablo is roeordod for tho nine years ended in 
September, 1873, tho progress of vaccination by the Dispensary 
Medical Officers, distinguishing tho cases of children bom since 
January 1st, 1864, from those of persons born before that timo, 
and therefore exempt from compulsory vaccination.

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Comparing tho numbers given in iliis table for tho Inst two 
years,. it appears that tbo number vaccinated of children under 
nine years of ago, and tbureforo subject to compulsory vaooina- 
tion, was less in 1878 than in 1.872 by 28,348 cases. Tbo 
authorities responsible for carrying out compulsory vaccination 
through tho Dispensary Medical. Ollicors should regard this as a 
very lamentablo fact, and should be powerfully stimulated by it 
to use every effort to induce or compel the poor of their districts 
by persuasion, and the stoady enforcement of the penalty imposed 
by the 8th section of tbo "Compulsory Vaccination Act,” on 
parents failing to perform so obvious and. imperative a duty by 
their offspring, to have their children protected against small-pox. 
Tho inevitable consequence of this apathy from which this state of 
things arises will he the accumulation year ly year of persons 
always liable to small-pox, if exposed to infection, and certain to 
fall victims to it in great numbers in all recurrences of epidemics 
of tho disenso. In the other class of oases, those of persons not 
liable to compulsory vaccination, tho great decrease of vaccina- 
tions for tho last compared with tho previous year has taken place 
of 120,268 cases ; a circumstance however of much, less consequence 
than tho deereaso hotween tho same years among children under 
nine years old. The largo amount of vaccinations of the formor class 
in 1872 was quite exceptional, was entirely tho effect of alarm, 
and consisted in great measure of re-vaccinations. Tho number 
of vaccinations of this class had steadily fallen between 1865 and 
1870 from 71,982 to 5,163. Next year tho number rose, by the 
effect of commencing alarm, to 40,836, and in 1872 to tho 
unprecedented amount of 139,822 cases, and has now fallen to 
19,554 for last year, and it may ho anticipated that, in theahsonco 
of alarm, the number will continue to decline in tho following 
years as it did hotween 1865 and 1870. 

We had occasion in last year’s '.Report to call attention to tho 
diminution of vaccinations of children then under eight years of 
age in Ulster, Leiustor, and Connaught. This year the diminu- 
tion in question is common to all. the Provinces. In Ulster tho 
vaccinations of children undor nine years of ago were fewer in 
1873 than 1872 by 3,679 cases, in Munster less by 11,801 cases, 
in Leinstor less by 6,031 cases, and in Connaught less by 1,772 
cases, giving a total doorcase of 23,343 eases. It is certainly very 
strange that, while tho small-pox panic drove multitudes of adults 
to tho Dispensaries to procure protection for themselves, it appears 
to have had tho effect of deterring parents from seeking tho 
same protection for their young children, a contrast not easy of 
explanation, unless perhaps we may conjecture that mothers woro 
averse to bring their children to the Dispensaries, froquentod by 
unusual crowds, from the not altogether groundless apprehension 
that they would there bo exposed to infection of small-pox, 

23. For tho last two years tho Dispensary Medical Officers have 
been called on, in making their vaccination roturns, to state the 
numbers of children vaccinated under ono yoar compared with 
the number of those vaocinatod between one, and oight or nine 
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years respectively, with a view to ascertain the progress of early 
vaccination, the importance of which cannot lie too strongly 
impressed, on the poor, and those who superintend gratuitous 
vaccination, inasmuch as it is tuwurfauuoil that about four-fifths of 
the entire mortality caused by small-pox occurs within the first 
five years of childhood.

This table gives for the last two years the numbers of children 
liable to compulsory vaccination vaccinated each year, distin- 
guishing those vaccinated under ono year of ago from those 
vaccinated between X and 8 or 9 years, respectively. It furnishes 
the only satisfactory fact in respect to compulsory vaccination on 
the comparison of .1873 with 1872 which we aro able to state, 
viz., that the ratio of children vaccinated in 1873 under 1 year of 
age to thoso vaccinated between 1 and 9 years was S '2, the ratio 
between tlio same classes of cases in 1872 having been 3'3. This 
increase in the ratio of the early to the deferred vaccinations is 
very satisfactory, but still far short of what thoso who superintend 
the vaccination of the poor should aim at or he satisfied with. 
Every infant lit for vaccination should ho vaccinated before the 
ago of six months, and to secure this most important object tlio 
Guardians should never fail to prosecute parents in default, with- 
out reasonable excuse, immediately tlio unvacemated children 
have attained tlio ago of six months. 

24. The next table furnishes satisfactory evidence of the sub- 
sidence of tho late epidemic of small-pox, by the decline in the 
number of deaths in tlio workhouses from tho discaso during the 
year ended January 31st, 1874, viz., 110 against 677 in the 
previous year, and also by tho number of oases treated by the 
Dispensary Modicnl Officors in each year of the two ended Sep- 
tember, 1873, viz., 930 oases in 1873 against 10, 317 in 1872.

The great decrease in the numbor of doaths shown in this 
return in the two last quarters of 1872, compared with tlio two 
first quarters of that year, elearly marks tlio subsidence of tlio 
epidemic. The numbers of deaths increase inconsiderably in the 
two first quarters of 1873, and in the third fall so low as 30, 
The last quarter again presents an increase to 72 deaths. Tho 
total deaths from the disease in 1873 roaeli tho still vory high 
number of 481. 

25. The quarterly returns of tho Dispensary Medical Officers of 
the numbers of oases of scarlatina, small-pox, and fever attended 
by them in the year ended September, 1878, given in the appen- 
dix, indicate diminution in each of these diseases in this compared 
with the yoar before, The eases of scarlatina wero fewer in 1873 
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than in 1872 by 2,579 cases, those of small-pox by 9,381, and those 
of fever by 1,150. Scarlatina is severely prevalent in Dublin 
just now. 

26. The next table gives the expenditure under the Medical 
Charities Act and Vaccination Acts each year for the ten years 
ended September 29th, 1873.

It appears from this table that for the year 1873, compared with 
1872, there has been in Ulster the slight increase of expenditure 
of £13, but a diminution in tho other throe provinces, amounting 
in Munster to £1,317, in Leinster to £399, and in Connaught to 
£749. It will be seen that the principal cause of the diminished 
expenditure for the last year arises from the considerable diminu- 
tion of vaccination expenses in that compared with the previous 
year. 

27. The next table presents a comparative statement under the 
usual heads of the expenditure under the Medical Charities and 
Vaccination Acts for the two years ended September 29th, 1873,

• According to this table there has been an increased expenditure 
under tho head of medicines and medical appliances for 1873 com- 
pared with 1872 of £699 — an increase not in accordance with tho 
decrease above mentioned in tho number of patients treated in 
1873. The rent of Dispensary buildings has been increased by 
the small sum of £69, and the salaries of the Medical Officers 
and Apothecaries have been raised by about the usual average 
amount, viz., £1,531. Under the 3rd and 6th heads there has

bean a leas expenditure for 1873 tlmn for 1872, viz., £9.1 less 
for books, forms, stationery, &c, ; and £5,003 less for vaccination 
expenses, occasioned by the great decline in tlio demand for 
vaccination and re- vaccination consequent on the subsidence of 
the late severe epidemic of small-pox, and the panic attendant 
upon it. 

The avorago poundago on the Poor Law Valuation of Ireland, 
now amounting to £13,408,226, to provide for tlio above-men- 
tioned total expenditure was 2'4!)<J,, which is slightly under that 
for tlio year before, viz., 2'55cf. 



Local Government Act. 

Provisional Orders, <&c. 

28. Tn tho Annual Report of 1873 wo mentioned that our 
First Provisional, Order was one transferring from the Grand 
Jury of the County of Wexford to the Town Council of the 
Borough of Wexford exclusive authority over roads, bridges, &c., 
within tho borough, and tho power of taxation for mich purposes. 
Tho necessary consent of tho Grand Jury having boon obtained 
in this case, tho Provisional Order was made and afterwards 
confirmed by Parliament. 

Wo mentioned lurthor in that Report that wo had received 
applications for similar orders from tho towns of Belturhot, West- 
port, Ballina, and Newtownards. In all those oases, however, tlio 
Grand Jury of the county refused their consent and the proceed- 
ings fell to tho ground, tho expense in each case, though not 
heavy, boing uselessly incurred by tho governing body which 
made the application. 

Tlioro is no likelihood, in tho present state of tho law, that any 
such application will again ho made, and tho question is asked 
why tho consent of tlio Grand Jury was mado a necessary pre- 
liminary, as it was most natural that tho body which it was 
proposed to deprive of its jurisdiction and its power of taxation 
should object to the proposal, however honelicial it might ho to 
tho parties residing in tho district which petitioned to ho dis- 
annoxod, 

29. A far more important class of Provisional Orders aro thoso 
T \ 101 ~ ^ UJ Venation ami amendment of existing Local 
Acts. I ho first of those, referred to in our last Report, was 
asked for by tho governing body of tho town of Belfast, tho Town 
Gouncil, sooking powers for tho compulsory purchase ol: property 
within tho borough rocuiirod for widening tho streets and other 
usolul purposos, including the erection of public baths and wash- 
houses, for a pooplo’s garden, &c., and. for extended borrowing 
powers amounting to £50,000. Local objections to what was 
proposed were hoard beforo anlnspector and some of thorn allowed, 
but. the potition had tho almost unanimous support of tho in- 
habitants and wc mado a Provisional Order accordingly, which 
was confmnod m the last Session of Parliament. Wo liavo lately 
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received a petition, from the Corporation of Dublin for a Pro- 
visional Ordor altering tho Local Acta undor which the Vartry 
Waterworks were constructed and giving extended powora to tho 
Town Council in relation to the supply of water. After an 
inquiry by our Inspector, M.r. Robinson, before whom objections 
put forward from various quarters were heard and witnesses ex- 
amined in relation to them, as well as to the objects of tho petition, 
we determined, on receiving tho Inspector’s Report, to mako 
a Provisional Ordor in accordance with tho requirements of the 
petition, with one exception not substantially interfering with 
the genoral scope of tho objects sought, of which tho most im- 
portantis an additional borrowing power to tho extent of £50,000. 
We havo since reeoivod applications for Provisional Orders from 
the important towns of Kingstown and Galway, and others wo 
havo reason to know aro likely to follow. The facilities in fact 
afforded by this process of legislation are beginning to be appre- 
ciated in Ireland, being very attractive on aooount of thoir great 
simplicity and great economy. Both tho Belfast and the Dublin 
Petitions were opposed, but the inquiry, though attended by 
counsel and solicitors, did not in oithor ease last moro than two or 
three days, and tho total expense to tho petitioning partioa could 
not in either ease have excoodod two or three hundred pounds, 
whereas, conducted as formerly at Westminster, tho oxponso 
would havo boon at least twioo as many thousands. 



Burial Grounds Acts. 

30. Sinco the power of closing Burial Grounds was transferred 
to us from the Privy Council wo havo made and gazetted 
orders to that oifeet in the following eases, most of them in tho 
vicinity of Dublin, viz., Bluebell, in the parish of Clondalkin, and 
county of Dublin ; Whiloehureh, Omagh, Tallaght, and Malaliido, 
in the county of Dublin ; Templovainy, in the county of Wicklow ; 
and Omoy and Kinvarra, in tho county of Galway. 

Wo havo also issued licences under the 10th section of tho 
“Burial Grounds Act,” authorizing in special .individual eases, 
where the circumstances seemed to warrant it, interments in 
burial grounds which had been ordered to bo closed either by tho 
Privy Council or by ourselves. Those exceptional cases applied to 
the following burial grounds : — Tim burial ground of the Cathedral. 
Church of St. Oolumb, Londonderry ; tho burial ground of tho 
Chapel of Ease, Londonderry ; tho northern burial ground attached 
to the Parish of St. Annas! Shandon, Cork. ; tlm burial ground of 
the Church of St. Matthew, IrishUnvn, Dublin ; tho burial ground 
of St. Fihbar’s Parish, Cork ; St. Peter's Church, Dublin; Bluebell 
grave-yard, Clondalkin ; and Tomplorainy burial ground, Parish of 
Kilbride, in tho county of Wicklow. 

Wo have authority undor tho statute to close old burial grounds, 
and to prohibit new ones being opened, but it rests entirely with 
the Burial Boards to undertake the establishment of now onos 
when required. Our efforts, lmwovor, to promote tho opening of 
new burial plaeos pan passu with tho closing of old onos have 
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boon obstructed, not by tho unwillingness of tbo I in rial Boards ho 
mucli tiH by tbo difficulty tbo latter find in obtaining mutable 
ground, for tbo purpose. For example, in tbo town of Galway this 
useful and necessary work haw boon brmigbf to a stand-sUll by 
tbo absolute refusal of u public, body to noil tbo only ground, 
properly situated where a sufficient depth of noil could bo bad; 
while in tbo South Dublin Union an agreement to noil, ban boon 
interrupted by tbo inability of tho ownor to give a title in feo- 
Hirnplo. It is plain under the, so cireunintanooH that both com- 
pulsory powers to purchase and enabling powers to Kell, land for 
now burial grounds ought to be made part of tbo law at once, 
with a view to its proper and ollbolivo administration especially 
as wo carmot whon tbo public health in in question, and when 
public decency is daily outraged by overcrowding, decline to oloso 
burial grounds on representation being duly made to us of tbo 
facts. Wo therefore earnestly recommend to your Grace's atten- 
tion the propriety of tbo burial ground law being amended in tbo 
particulars above referred to. 

Other business, which has dovolvod upon us by tbo transfer of 
powers enacted by tbo Local Government Hoard Act, relates to 
tho adoption of tbo Towns Improvement Act byr towns not already 
governed by that Act, the approval of by-laws, market tolls, and 
days for bolding fairs and markets, and tlm approval of loans 
proposed to bo obtained by tbo governing bodies of towns. 

We have received applications for the adoption of tbo pro- 
visions of tho Towns Improvement Act by tlm towns of Btrabano 
and Monaghan. In tho former case tbo necessary approval lias 
been given and tho election of Town Commissioners is now being 
proceeded with ; in tbo latter ease wo were unablo to approve 
the bouudaricE proposed and no further step has boon taken. 

In the following towns and townships tbo obtaining of loans 
lias been approved: — 

Killiney and Ballybrack, for procuring a supply of water; 
Augbnaeloy, for tbo erection of a town-ball; Lurgan, for providing 
fire engino and appliances ; Balbriggan, for improving sewerage ; 
Dungarvau (additional), for building market-house; Ballymena, for 
providing a now comotory. 

Sanitary Aatn. 

31. The Boards of Guardians of Unions wherever thoy aro the 
sower authority havo the power to supply tbo towns and villages 
within their jurisdiction with pure water, and tlioy aro beginning 
to show a due sense of the vast importance of this part ol' tbo 
sanitary law, removing as it does tbo active cause of most of tbo 
febrile complaints prevailing in tho country districts. 

thus our ordinary Poor Law Union correspondence givos indi- 
cation daily of increased attention to tbo supply of pure water 
3 a' i Wu ds, construction or repair of pumps 

enacted at no considerable expense, sometimes with, and somo- 
timos without, the aid of tbo landlord. 

v There are cases, however, in which a proper supply cannot bo 
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obtained to meet the 'wants of the inhabitants without conveying 
the water from distant springs, and making it available in the 
town or village by means of conduit pipes and fountains ; and the 
expense attending these operations is such as to deter tho Sewer 
Authority from using ita power, and to oblige the inhabitants to 
continue their dangerous practice of using for all purposes tho 
polluted water of some streams into which whatever sewage there 
is in tho town passes either by accident or design. 

There are facilities, however, given by the Sewage Acts for 
borrowing money on eaay terms, repayable in extended periods, 
so as to make the burthen lighter on the immediate rate-payers. 

An instance of this, mentioned in our last Report, was the little 
town of Millstreet in tho county of Cork, where, at a cost of about 
£1,000, of which £800 was a loan from tho Public Works Loan 
Commissioners, pure water was brought from about a mile and a 
half distanoo, and distributed through the town in five small 
fountains. 

A much larger town, that of Macroom, in the same county, and 
distant not far from Millstreet, required tho application of the 
same measures in a still more urgent degree, and the Guardians 
of Macroom Union determined to use their power to supply the 
inhabitants with pure water instead of the foul water they were 
drinking from the stream that drained the town. The large sum 
of £4,000 was, in this ease, required to do the work effectually, 
but a loan borrowed at five per cent., repayable in twenty years, 
from the London Loan Board would have effected the object 
without placing too heavy a burthen on the rate-payers of tho 
Electoral Division. Through some misapprehension, however, 
on the part of the Irish Board of Works, the Loan Board in London 
wero finally led to refuse tho loan applied for. We place the cor- 
respondence at full, in the Appendix* because we are of opinion that 
this case should lead to some chango of the law for the purpose of 
scouring to Sower Authorities in Ireland, who are desirous of 
doing their duty, the same facilities for obtaining public loans as 
are enjoyed by similar authorities in England, Wales, and Scotland. 

When, the Sanitary Act ofISCO, as applied to Ireland, was under 
tho consideration of Parliament, tliero was no Local Government 
Board in existence, otherwise certain functions confided to the 
Board of Works in Ireland would no doubt have devolved upon 
tho Local Government Board as in tho parallel caso of England, 
These functions, which relate wholly to the execution of the 
sanitary law, wo now recommend to be taken, from the Board of 
Works and transferred to the Local Government Board. 

Until a, change of the law has been effected tho example of 
Macroom will prevent other towns similarly circumstanced from 
obtaining a supply of pure water, or entering upon any system of 
sewage requiring considerable expenditure. 



I’ort Nu-imnea A uthorities. 

82. During the prevalence of cholera on tho Continent of Europe 
last summer and autumn, much fear was felt that the British 
Islands would not osoapo an invasion from some of the infected

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foreign ports, and tho Local Government Hoard having become the 
depository of tho former powers of the Privy Council in Ireland 
m that behalf made an Order “ pnmidwj/ ai/amat ihu introduction 
11J oiioumu, and for ike, trmlmnd of (,'noLHitA pahknlu itreiviv./i 
vo, any mad" under the provisions of tins t^uurjuitimi Act, (i Goo.

A. copy of this Order will Im found in the Appendix* Subse- 
quently, and near tho end of the Session of Parliament, it was

cemeteries. 

Unprepared as wo thus were on some important points of the 
coast, it was fortunate that during the past season no vessel 
approached Ireland having cholera on board ; but wo aro satisfied 
that the Port Nuisance Authority of the larger harbours and tidal 
rivers will not relax in their endeavour to secure and maintain 
defensive precautions against future invasion. In the meantime 
we have drawn the attention by circular of all Port Nuisanco 
Authorities to the fact that their jurisdiction over vessels afloat 
relates not only to cholera but to every other dangerous con- 
tagious disease, and that the intercepting hospital, when it has 
been provided, is applicable to cases of small-pox, typhus, &c., 
imported, as they frequently arc, from Scotland and the western 
coasts of England, by colliers or other vessels in the coasting 
service, and that every vessel within the Port Nuisance District 
is liablo to bo dealt with as if it woro a houso. 

33. It is worthy of remark that, under the recent Act of Parlia- 
ment referred to, a Riparian Nuisanco Authority, though made 
contributory to expenses incurred by the Port Nuisanco Authority 
in regard to ships afloat, retains all its duties and powers as a 
Nuisanco Authority ashore, which is not the case with Port 
Nuisance Authorities established under the English Public Health 
Act, 1871. 



Departmental Arrangements* 

34. Having fallen into very considerable arrears in the audits 
of accounts, in addition to that reported in our last report, we 
represented, on the 24th December, to the Lords Commissioners of 
the Treasury, through the Irish Government, the absolute neces- 
sity of a seventh auditor, and, on the 24th February following, 
we received the Treasury sanction of this increase of the number.

35. Wo havo now six writers attached to the office, and as none 
of tho vacancies arising from time to time among copyists in the 
junior class aro filled up, this important change introduced by the 
Treasury into the constitution of public departments is likely to 
be brought, in due course of time, into full operation in the Local 
Government Office.

No. 1— Hospital Accommodation— Iron Buildings. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
g IK 20tli September, 1873. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland transmit to you here- 
with, for the information of the Board of Guardians, a copy of a circu- 
lar which they addressed, on the 17th instant, to Boards of Guardians 
of Unions comprising the principal ports and harbours in Ireland, 
drawing their attention to the facility and comparative cheapness with 
which Hospitals built of corrugated iron can be provided and set up. 

The main object which the Board had in view in issuing the enclosed 
circular was the providing of intercepting hospitals to be ready in the 
event of any case of cholera arriving by sea ; they are of opinion, how- 
ever, that the information contained in the circular may bo of use m 
reference to other cases than those originally contemplated, and that 
there may be cases in which, especially in remote districts, the const! uc- 
tion of an iron building for hospital purposes might be of great advan- 
tage, as the Board understand that such buildings can be constructed 
so as to be taken down and removed from one place to another with 
facility, and might thus be of material service in the event of fever or 
other epidemic disease breaking out in a part of the Union so remo e 
as to render removal to the workhouse difficult or dangeious. o 
Board have therefore thought it advisable to bring the subject under the 
notice of all the Boards of Guardians in Ireland. 

Buildings of the description referred to are, the Board understand, 
undertaken by Messrs. Francis Morton and Co., of Liverpool, as we 
as by Messrs. Braby and Co., of London, the firm mentioned in the 
circular of the 17th instant.

I.— GENERAL ORDER Ob' THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BOARD FOR 
IRELAND PROVIDING AGAINST THE INTRODUCTION OP CHOLERA, 
AND FOR TIIE TREATMENT OP CHOLERA PATIENTS ARRIVING 
IN ANY VESSEL. 

To all Coast-Guards rhi! Ofwojjhs of Customs in Ireland; to the 
Boards of Guardians op Unions ; to the Town Councils ; and to 
the Commissioners, severally noting as Nuisance Authorities on 
any part of the const of Ireland ; and to all other persons whom it 
may concern : 

Whereas, under the provisions of the “ Sanitary Act, 1800,” in a 
Proclamation by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland, 
bearing date the l)th day of August, 1873, ami published thereafter in 
the Dublin Oaaalte, it was notified that Cholera was then prevailing in 
certain parts of Continental Europe with which this country was in com- 
munication, and thereupon the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council 
made certain Orders and Directions for the purpose of preventing the 
introduction of that disease) into this country : 

And whereas, by “The Local Government Board (Ireland) Act, 1872,” 
all powers and duties vested in or imposed ou the Lord Lieutenant and 
the Privy Council by the said “ Sanitary Act, 18(56,” were transferred 
to and imposed on the Local Government Board for Ireland : 

And whoroas, Cholera )H now prevailing in certain parts of Continental 
Europe with wliieh this country is in communication, and it is necessary 
to tako precaution as tar as practicable against the introduction of that 
disease into this country, and for the treatment of Cholera patients 
arriving in any vessel ; 

Now therefore, Wo, the Local Govornimmt Board for Ireland, do 
hereby, in pursuance of the powors so vostod in us as aforesaid, Order 
and Direct as follows : — 

1. Any Coas t-guard or Ollicor of Customs who shall in the course of 
his ordinary duty board any vessel arriving on tho coast of Ireland in 
which there is or may have boon during tho voyage any case of Cholera, 
orwhich lias eomo from an infected port, shall require tho Master of such 
vessel to bring her to in llio nearest convenient place of shelter appear- 
ing to him suitable at tho thuo ; ami tho Master shall forthwith moor, 
anchor, or place tho said vossol m'sueh position as such Coast-guard or 
Officer of Customs shall direct. 

2. Nopormm other than persons hoarding as aforesaid shall, after any 
suoh detention and whilst such vessel shall ho so detained, land from any 
such vessel. 

3. Any Coast-guard or ( Hlieor of Customs so detaining such vessel 
shall forthwith give notice thereof, and of tho cause thereof, to the 
proper Nuisance Authority. 

4. Such detention shall ooaso as soon as tho Nuisance Authority shall

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have caused tho vowel to lio visited and examined im hereinafter diroctod, 
or at tlio expiration of twelve hours after notion shall, liavo boon givon 
to such Nuisance Authority. 

6. In ovury such case tho Nuisance Authority of any district border- 
ing any port or harbour, or paid, of the coast of I reined, is hereby charged 
■with tho execution of this Order in regard to every person affected 
thereby so long as he shall remain on hoard ship within such district, 
and -when such Nuisance Authority is a Board of Guardians tho Board 
shall provide for the reception and treatment of Cholera patients arriving 
as ftfoi'osaid, as in ether eases of dangerous contagious disease. 

(!. Every such Nuisance Authority, if not the Board of Guardians of 
a Union, shall, by arrangement with tho Board of Guardians of tho 
Union in which its district is situate, enable itself to designate some 
Dispensary Medical Officer or Officers, or some other duly qualified 
Medical Practitioner or .Practitioners, for the services hereafter described; 
and likewise to designate seme hospital on shorn into which Cholera 
patients from vessels arriving as aforesaid may ho received. 

7. Any Nuisance Authority having reason to believe that any vessel 
arriving in its district has or 1ms hail Cholera on board, or has como 
from an infected port, shall cause her (o bo visited and examined by 
some duly qualified Medical Practitioner ns aforesaid. 

8. Tho Master of such vessel shall in the meantime moor, anchor, or 
place her in such position ns from time to time tho Nuisance Authority 
shall direct. 

9. All persons not certified by the Examiner to bo suffering from 
Choloru shall bo permitted to land immediately. 

10. All persons certified by the Examiner to bo suffering from Cholm-a 
shall ho romovod, if their condition permits it, to somo hospital to bo 
designated by the Nuisance Authority. 

1 1. All persons suffering from Cholera who cannot with safety he 
removed to hospital shall he attended and treated on hoard ship by tho 
Medical .Practitioner or Practitioners designated by such Nuisance 
Authority as aforesaid. 

12. Whore any Medical Practitioner so employed as aforesaid is a 
Dispensary Medical Officer lio shall he specially remunerated for such 
special sorvice by tiie Board of Guardians of tho Union in which his 
district is situate ; hut where any other Medical Practitioner is employed 
by tho Nuisance Authority the remuneration, unless paid by tho owners 
of the vessel, will ho paid by the Nuisance Authority, and charged as 
oxponsoN under tho Nuisances .Removal Acts. 

Id. Tho expense of tho treatment of Cholera patients arriving in any 
such vessel and removed for treatment to some hospital on shore will bo 
ohargod upon the poor rales of the Union in which such hospital is 
situate, unless otherwise provided lor. 

14-. Tho Master of any vessel, in which during tho voyage and before 
the arrival thereof at any port of that part of tho United Kingdom called 
Ireland, any person has boon attacked with, or died of, Cholera, shall 
not bring his vessel into any such port until ho lias destroyed the cloth- 
ing and bedding of all portions who shall have so died, or had an attack 
of Cholera on board such vessel during snob voyage. 

15. Tho terms “clothing" and “bodiling" moan and include all 
clothing and bedding in actual use and worn or used by tho person 
who has been bo attaokod or has so died as aforesaid at the time of 
and during tlio nttaok of Cholera, 

16. Every person obstructing tho Nuisance Authority, or any Coast- 
guard, or Officov of Customs, or other person, in carrying this Order, 
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or any clause or provision thereof, into effect, or otherwise offending 
against this order, or any cIiiukh or provision thereof, will ho liable to be 
prosecuted and noutoncod on conviction to such penalty or penalties as 
are provided in that bolialf.

The Local Govornmont Board for Irolaiid having reason to believe 
that in some instances Boards of Guardians liavo not, since tho recent

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin,

_ The election of Guardians for tho current year in the several 
Unions being now completed, the Commissioners for administering the 
Laws for Belief of tho Poor in Ireland, think it right to draw the atten- 
tion of the Board of Guardians to the propriety of re-appointing Com- 
mittees, under the provisions of the Sanitary Act, 18GG, for the purpose 
of carrying into effect the provisions of the Sewage Utilization Act and 
the Nuisances Removal Acts. 

On this subject the Commissioners desire to refer the Board of 
Guardians to their circular letter of the 17tli October last, by which it 
will be seen that the Act contemplates three distinct Committees, viz.: — 

1. The Sanitary Committee, which is in fact tho Dispensary Com- 

mittee of the district, and whose functions as Sanitary Committee 
under tho Disoasos Prevention Act, are only called into action 
when an Order in Council under that Act is in force (29 & 30 
Vic., o. 90, sec. G3). 

2. The Committee of the Nuisance Authority, the action of which 

is continuous, and which must consist exclusively of members 
of the body by which it is appointed, that is, members of the 
Board of Guardians whoro tho Board is the Nuisance Authority 
^ (18 & 19 Vic., o. 121, sec. 5 ; and 23 & 24 Vic. c. 77, sec. 5). 

3. The Committee of the Sower Authority, the action of which is 

also continuous, and which must be appointed at a meeting 
speoially convened for tho purpose, and may consist partly of 
ratepayers (28 & 29 Vic., o. 90, sec. 4). 

The Guardians may appoint one or more Committees for each of the 
purposes above mentionod (Nos. 2 and 3), and the Commissioners 
recommend the Guardians to take the subject into consideration with a 
view to appointing Nuisance and Sewer Committees, for such parts of 
tlie. Union as are not within tho jurisdiction of another Sewer and 
Nuisance Authority ; and the Commissioners think it might be advisable 
to consider the propriety of dividing the Union into districts, consisting 
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of doctoral divisions for tlioso purposes, and appointing Committees for 
uadi district.

The i Commissioners for administering tho Daws for Relief of the 
l oor in Ireland, forward herewith aCnnoml Order imhiku! by them, under 
tho proviflions of tho Sanitary Act, 18(50, prescribing Hie mode in whieli 
certain items of expenditure, incurred under tho authority of that Act, 
are to be charged in the accounts of tho Board of Cuardians. Hindi 
expenditure may bo incurred either directly by tho Board of (J uardians, 
or through tho agency of Homo committal appointed either for tho 
purposes ol the Sowugo Utilization Act, tho Nuisances .'Removal Acts, 
or tho Diseases Prevention Act. 

It is of much importance that tho functions of those several Committees 
should ho exorcised by tho body to which they legally belong, and by no 
other; for not only might tho legality of expenditure, conducted by a 
wrong agency, ho brought in question, but tho area of chargeability, ns 
wall bo seen by the tonus of tho Healed Order, will depend on tho 
question, undor what provision of the law and through what particular 
agency it has taken plaeo. 

In order to avoid confusion, as far as practicable, tlio Commissioners 
have dehned tho agency of the Dispensary Committee of Management, 
to bo that of “Tho Sanitary Committee,” whoso function is to assist tlio 
Guardians m carrying out tlio purposes of tho “ Diseases Prevention 
Act, when cholera is in tho Union. Any Committee appointed by the 
Guardians, acting as Sower Authority, should tlioroforo, for distinction’s 
sake, as well asm conformity with tlio language of tho Act of Parliament, 
bo called not tlio “ Sanitary Committee,” but tho “Sower Committee ” 
oi the TJmon, or other district within tho Union for which it may ho 
appointed. Similarly, and for the same reasons, any Committal appointed 
by tlio Guardians, acting as Nuisance Authority undor tho Nuisances 
Removal Acts, should tie on, Hod tho " Nuisance Committee” for tho 
Union, or other district within tho Union for which it may ho 
appointed. J 

None of tlioso Oommittoes aro accounting bodies, but agents merely, 
acting for the Board of Guardians, who must account with tho electoral 
envisions ol tlui Union for oxpondituvo conducted through such ngonoios, 
m tlio same way as for expenditure directly incurred by tho Board itself; 
snole expenditure being. subject to tho inspootion and authority of tho 
Auditor of tlio Union, in tlio same mannor as tho Poor Law Relief 
Bxpondituro. 

It is desirable, therefore, that ns far as possible, tho sums expended 
under tlio Sanitary Act should bo paid by order of tho Board of 
Guardians, by choquo on their treasurer, to tho parties entitled to 
receive them. 1 
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If under any sudden emergency or necessity of an urgent kind cash 
should be placed at tins disposal of a (Joimnittee, or any member or 
membora thereof, it will at oneo be apparent that proper Touchers for 
the disbursement of all sums should bo obtained and preserved and 
finally deposited with the Clerk of the Union, for tho purpose of being 
submitted to the Auditor when auditing tho accounts.

The Commissioners for admini, storing tlio Laws for Relief of tho 
Poor in Ireland, have observed that the Guardians of many Unions 
which have not yet been attacked by cholera, or in which cholera having 
broken out appears no longer likely to prevail, have shown a disposition 
to lessen their expenditure under tho Kanitury Act of by discon- 
tinuing tho services of Inspectors of Nuisances, or Sanitary Inspectors 
as they arc sometimes called. 

The fact that tho present invasion of cholera commenced almost at 
the same time with tho introduction of tho new sanitary law, may, 
perhaps, have given rise to a supposition, that when the one is disappear- 
ing the other ceases to he necessary. 

No doubt, on the disappearance of tho epidemic from Ireland, and the 
withdrawal or termination of the Order in . Council, and of the Sealed 
Order of the Commissioners relating to treatment and prevention of the 
spread of tho disease, all expenses of an extraordinary nature incurred 
under the provisions of tho latter Order will also cease, inasmuch as, in 
fact, they could not continue to he legally incurred. 

But the provisions of the Sanitary Act are not directed against cholera 
alone, but against every description of dangerous contagious disease, 
especially the more fatal kinds of fovur, which, although not now 
epidemic, are always prevailing more- or loss in the country with fatal 
effects, and may at any time become epidemic. 

These diseases aro promoted in tho same way as cholera, by the 
impurity of tho air, more especially of that within the dwelling-house, 
and liy tho use of impure water, unwholesome food, and other like 
causes. 

Tho removal of nuisancos, tho maintenance of proper drainage, the 
supply of pure water to tho population of towns and villages, and the 
prevention of ovur-crowdiug in. dwelling-houses, aro objects which the 
Legislature has determined shall henceforward bo continuously carried 
oat for tho security of the public health, and has, therefore, created 
permanent powers and imposed permanent responsibilities for that 
purpose ; and tlioro is no Union in Ireland in which, henceforth, it will 
not ho necessary for the Guardians to employ at all times, one or more 
Inspectors of Nuisance, in order lo enable them to carry out continuously 
and permanently those objects of tho Legislature. 

The office of Inspector of Nuisances will necessarily vary much as to 
the extent of its duties, and tho amount of remuneration for their per- 
formance according to tho oii’oumstances of the district. In some cases ' 
it may be proper to employ a person devoting himself wholly to the , 
office ; in other cases, especially in rural districts, Relieving Officers or 

o 
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other officoi'H under tho utmlrnl of tlm UuanliaiiH can bo invoHted witli 
tho dutios; liut iu tho opinion of tlm OommiNHimmvH all territory which 
is -within tlio district of tint (luivnlitum, uh a Huwor or N umanoo Authority, 
should ho under Homo pot’Him having aothority to not im an. Inspector of 
Nuisances, mid ronpoimildo for reporting to tlm (InavdianH ovovy caso 
recpiiring any oxovcIho of tlmir poworo either uh Bower or .Nuisance 
Authority. 

Intho discharge of tlmir Hanitary ilutioH, tho Guardians must bo pre- 
pared to encounter fionm additional annual oxpondituro from tlio Poor- 
rates ; hut whenovor opidomic diHoaso is not presout, tho ordinary Banitary 
expenses will ho found to ho only a light additional bnrfchen; and it 
must ho homo in mind that tho continuous and ponmmont powers, if 
properly exorcised, will ohviuto tlm more expensive iirrangomnntH which 
it would hooMoo nooousnry to adopt in tho presence of opidomic disease.

Tims, on whatever part of the coast, any vessel circumstanced as 
described in Article I. of the Cholera Order may arrive, there is _a medi- 
cal officer of a dispensary district whose duty it will be to visit the 
ship on notice being sent to the Clerk of the Union. In tne pimcipa 
harbours, and at the entrances of large tidal rivers there -will be, or 
there ought to be, one or more intercepting hospitals provided, to which 
cholera patients arriving on ship-board may be taken. 

For the convenience not only of coast-guards, officers of customs, and 
pilots, but also of other parties concerned in the administration of the 
sanitary laws, a full copy of the order of the Local Government Board, 
of the 7th July, 1873, whereof the first four articles have been already 
quoted, is attached, and also a copy of the thirtieth section of the Sanitary 
Act, 1866, and the recent Act amending the same.

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Order of the Local' Government Board for Ireland providing 
against tho introduction of Cholera and for tlio Treatment of 
Cholera Patient, s arriving in any vessel. — Dated 7th July 
1873. 

To all Coast-Guards and Officers of Customs in Ireland, to the 
Boards of Guardians of Unions, to tlio Town Councils, and to 
the Commissioners, severally acting as Nuisance Authorities on 
any part of tlio coast of ’Ireland ; and to all other persons whom it 
may concorn : 

Whereas, under the provisions of tlio “ Sanitary Act, 1866,” in a pro- 
clamation by tho Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland, bearing 
date the 9th day of August, 1871, and published thereafter in the 
Dublin Gazette, it was notified that cholera was then prevailing in cer- 
tain parts of continental Europe with which this country was in com- 
munication, and thereupon tho Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council made 
certain orders and directions for the purpose of preventing the introduc- 
tion of that disease into this country : 

And Whereas, by (< Tlio Local Govornmont Board (Ireland) Act, 
1872,” all powers and duties vested in or imposed on the Lord Lieu- 
tenant and the Privy Council by the said “Sanitary Act, 1866,” 
were transferred to and imposed on tlio Local Government Board for 
Ireland : 

And Whereas cholera is now prevailing in certain parts of Contin- 
ental Europe with which this country is in communication, and it is 
necessary to take precaution, as flu* as practicable, against the intro- 
duction of that disease into this country, aiid for the treatment of 
cholera patients arriving in any vessel : 

Now Therefore, W.g, the Local Government Board for Ireland, do 
hereby, in pursuance of the powers so vested in us as aforesaid, order 
and direct as follows : — 

. 1* A.ny coast-guard or officer of customs who shall in the course of 
his ordinary duty hoard any vessel arriving on the coast of Ireland in 
which there is, or may have been during the voyage any case of cholera, 
or which has come from an infected port, shall require the master of 
such vessel to. bring, her to in the nearest convenient place of shelter 
appearing to him suitable at the time ; and the master shall forthwith 
moor, anchor, or place the said vessel in such position as such coast- 
guard or officer of customs shall direct. 

2. No person other than persons boarding as aforesaid shall, after any 
such detention and whilst such, vessel shall be so detained, land from 
any such vessel. • 

3. Any coast-guard or officer of customs so detaining such vessel 
shall forthwith give notice thereof, and of the cause thereof, to the 
proper nuisance authority. 

4. Such detention shall cease as soon as the nuisance authority shall 
have caused the vessel to he visited and examined as hereinafter 
directed, or at the expiration of twelve hours after notice shall have 
been given to such nuisance authority. 

. 6. In every such case the nuisance authority of any district border- 
° r ^^bour, or P ai 't' of the coast of Ireland, is hereby charged 
with, the execution of this order in regard to every person affected 
ereby so long as he shall remain on hoard ship within such district, 
and when. such nuisance authority is a Board of Guardians the Board 
s provide for the reception and treatment of cholera patients arriving 
ha o^esaid, as in other cases of dangerous contagious disease. 
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G. Every such nuisance authority, if not the Board of Guardians of 
a Union, shall, by arrangement with the Board of Guardians of the 
Union in which its district is situate, enable itself to designate some 
dispensary medical officer or. officers, or some other duly qualified medical 
practitioner or practitioners, for the services hereafter described ; and 
likewise to designate some hospital on shore into which cholera patients 
from vessels arriving as aforesaid may be received. 

7. Any nuisance authority having reason to believe that any vessel 
arriving in its district has or has had cholera on board, or has come from 
an infected port, shall cause her to be visited and examined by some 
duly qualified medical practitioner as aforesaid. 

8. The master of such vessel shall in the meantime moor, anchor, or 
place her in such position as from time to time the nuisance authority 
shall direct. 

9. All persons not certified by the examiner to be suffering from 
cholera shall be permitted to land immediately. 

10. All persons certified by the examiner to be suffering from cholera 
shall be removed, if their condition permits it, to some hospital to be 
designated by the nuisance authority. 

11. All persons suffering from cholera who cannot with safety be 
removed to hospital, shall be attended and treated on board ship by the 
medical practitioner or practitioners designated by such nuisance autho- 
rity as aforesaid. 

12. Where any medical practitioner so employed as aforesaid is a 
dispensary medical officer he shall be specially remunerated for such 
special service by the Board of Guardians of the Union in which his 
district is situate ; but where any other medical practitioner is employed 
by the nuisance authority the remuneration, unless paid by the owners 
of the vessel, will be paid by the nuisance authority, and charged as 
expenses under the Nuisances Removal Acts. 

1 3. The expense of the treatment of cholera patients arriving in any 
such vessel and removed for treatment to some hospital on shore will be 
charged upon the poor rates of the Union in which such hospital is 
situate, unless otherwise provided for. 

14. The Master of any vessel in which, during the voyage and before 
the arrival thereof at any port of that part of the United Kingdom 
called Ireland, any person has been attacked with, or died of cholera, 
shall not bring his vessel into any such port until he has destroyed 
the clothing and bedding of all persons who shall have so died, or had 
an attack of cholera on board such vessel during such voyage. 

15. The terms “clothing” and “bedding” mean and include all 
clothing and bedding in actual use and worn or used by the person who 
has been so attacked or has so died as aforesaid at the time of and during 
the attack of cholera. 

16. Every person obstructing the Nuisance Authority, or any Coast- 
guard, or Officer of Customs, or other person, in carrying this Order, or 
any clause or provision thereof, into effect, or otherwise offending against 
this Order, or any clause or provision thereof, will he liable to he prose- 
cuted and sentenced on conviction to such penalty or penalties as are 
provided in that behalf.

Whereas by section thirty of tho Sanitary Act, 1866, it was amongst 
other things enacted, that for the purposes of the said Act any ship, 
vessel, or boat that is in a place not within the district of a nuisance 
authority shall be deemed to be within the district of such nuisance 
authority as may be prescribed by the Privy Council, but no sufficient 
provision was made for the payment in certain cases of the expenses to 
be thereby incurred by the nuisance authority so prescribed : 

And whereas by the Local Government Board (Ireland) Act, 1872 
the powers conferred by said section thirty of the Sanitary Act, 1866^ 
upon the Privy Council were transferred to the Local Government Board 
for Ireland : 



And whereas it is expedient to amend the said section so far as it 
relates to Ireland, and to provide for tlio payment of such expenses in 
manner by this Act prescribed : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s Most Excellent Maj esty, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows ; that is to say, 

1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Sanitary Act. 1866, 
Ireland, Amendment Act, 1873.”

Local Government Office, Dublin, 
Sih, 27th February, 1874. 

In reference to the orders issued by the Local Government Board 
in August and September, 1873, prescribing the Port Nuisance Districts 
round the Coast of Ireland, the Board desire to state, for the informa- 
tion of the Boards of Guardians respectively constituted Port Nuisance 
Authorities by those orders, that up to the present time no cases of 
Cholera have been brought to any part of the Coast of Ireland by 
shipping, and that a most vigilant surveillance over ships from Infected 
Ports by the Customs officers and Coastguards, assisted by the Pilots, 
has not resulted in the detection of a single case. 

Wherever, in pursuance of the Circular of Utli September, 1873,* 
Intercepting Hospitals have been established at the mouth of a harbour 
or tidal river frequented by shipping, the arrangements adopted by rvay 
of precaution have entailed very little expense, and remain as a permanent 
protection against possible future contingencies. 

In the meantime, the Local Government Board desire to point out 
that the powers of the Port Nuisance Authority are not limited to cases 
of Cholera arriving in ships, but extend, under the provisions of the 
Sanitary Act, 1866, section 32, to all dangerous contagious diseases 
found on board ship "within the Port Nuisance District ; and that, 
although the powers of detention given by the Cholera Order of 7tli 
July, 1873,+ apply only to Cholera, and not to Small-pox, Scarlatina, 
and other dangerous contagious diseases, it is in the province of the 
Port Nuisance Authority, and a part indeed of its duty, to afford 
medical assistance in such cases in such a way as if possible to prevent 
the introduction and spread of disease. 

The Intercepting Hospital, therefore, wherever it has been or may 
he provided, can be made available by the Port Nuisance Authority 
to receive for treatment eases of contagious disease of whatever descrip- 
tion in ships; since, by the 32nd section of the Sanitary Act, 1866, 
any ship lying within any liver, harbour, or other water, is subject to 
the jurisdiction of the Port Nuisance Authority, in the same manner as 
if it were a house within such jurisdiction. 

The Local Government Board have recently been made aware that 
Small-pox continues to bo introduced into the north-eastern districts 
of Ireland from Scotland and from the north-western coasts of England, 
and not only Small-pox, but other fevers of a dangerous contagious 
character; and they have therefore thought it right, at this time, to 
call the attention of the Port Nuisance Authorities round the coast to 
the availability of the Intercepting Hospital for the protection of 
the public against the introduction, by shipping, of dangerous contagious 
disease of every description.

Gentlemen, Macroom, lGtk August, 1873. 

I desire to call your attention to the proposed supply of -water to 
the town of Macroom, which is about as gross a hardship as it is 
possible to conceive on some. 

This town comprises over 3,000 inhabitants, other towns under the 
Towns Improvement Acts do not hold more than half the number, then 
why do not the inhabitants take such a course and supply the town 
with water 1 

There is a probability of a General Union rating, when if this 
project were carried out there would be something reasonable, as it 
would then amount to about three halfpence in the pound. At present it 
is most preposterous, the Division of Macroom extends some miles from 
the town in area, no part of this division can he in the least degree benefited 
by this water supply, and in a small division of only £6,500 or there- 
abouts rating, it is assuredly a monstrous infliction, when the benefit 
is to so few, to put on a tax to benefit a mere locality of about fifteen 
pence in the pound. 

It is also most desirable to point out that but for the voting of rural 
Guardians in no way concerned, but coming in to bolster up the project 
of a friend, this iniquitous infliction on our pockets would never have 
been carried out. 

I conceive the Local Government Board are appointed as much to 
prohibit such abuses as this is, as for any other purpose. 

As an individual, I much complain that on me this will entail about 
£50 per annum, and I or any one residing on my lands adjacent to 
this town will never receive a single farthing benefit. I consider this 
a gross injustice as it is an iniquitous tax.

bv the Guardians to said memorial, in order that both documents, with whatever 
Observations we think right to make upon them, being forwarded by ns to the 
local Government Board, this body may bring to a legal and just conclusion 
this long agitated and very vexed question oi the Macroom water supply.

B. — Memorial against Loan. 

To the Right Honorable and Honorable the Public Works Loan 
Commissioners. 

The Humble Memorial of the • undersigned payers of Poor Rates, in the 

Electoral Division of Macroom, in Macroom Union, county of Cork, in 

Ireland. 

Shbweth, — That your memorialists are occupiers of land in that portion of 
the electoral division of Macroom, in Macroom Union, and county of Cork, not 
comprised in the town of Macroom, and liable to payment of Poor Rate in the 
said Union, 

That the Guardians of the Poor of the Macroom Union aforesaid have 
applied to your honorable Board for a loan of £4,000 or thereabouts, to supply 
the town of Macroom, forming a small part of the said electoral division, with 
water. 

That the said Guardians propose carrying out the works necessary for such 
water supply under the statute 29 and 30 of Victoria, chapter 90, and the 
statutes therein referred to, and to raise the requisite funds in the first instance 
by said loan of £4,000, repayable with interest in twenty annual instalments 
from your honorable Board, and in the next instance by Poor Rates levied off 
the said electoral division alone. 

That the annual valuation of the whole of said electoral division for rating 
purposes is £6,792 17s. and no more, and that the portion thereof to be 
benefited by such water supply comprises at the utmost £2,215 10s. of the 
said valuation, leaving your memorialists (the persons represented by £4,577 7s., 
the residue of such valuation, and who can derive no benefit whatever from such 
water supply) liable to contribute to the expense of making and maintaining 
the said works. 

That the rate' for the relief of the poor for the past year, levied off said 
electoral division, amounted to the sum of 3s. in the pound, and your 
memorialists believe a similar rate will be requisite for the ensuing year, and 
that an annual additional poundage of Is. 3r7 on said electoral division for 
twenty years, will be necessary to repay by instalments the loan applied for 
to your honorable Board, with interest thereon, while a further and perpetual 
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annual rate will be wanted to keep in proper repair the works for maintaining 
such water supply. 

That the district proposed to be supplied with water is sufficiently wealthy to 
do so at its own cost, through the medium of a towns commission. 

That water amply sufficient for the wants of the town could be had in its 
immediate neighbourhood, and at a cost not exceeding £800. 

That a large proportion of the said electoral division consists of poor and 
mountain land, occupied principally by struggling farmers barely able to meet 
the private demands on them, and to whom all additional annual rate of Is. 9 d. 
or 2.s. in the pound, for the benefit of persons far wealthier than they, is a matter 
of very serious import indeed. 

That your memorialists are advised the statute 29 and 30 Vic., c. 90, was 
never intended to apply to towns like Macroom, . well able to pay for its own 
requirements ; and memorialists intend testing by legal proceedings the legality 
of the said Guardians’ acts in reference to such water supply. 

That the said Guardians have entered into a contract for the execution of 
said works, but that same is conditional on said loan being made. 

Memorialists, therefore, humbly pray that your honorable Board will refuse 
to grant the said loan, and so far assist your memorialists in relieving themselves 
from an intended most unjust and partial taxation, and memorialists will ever 
pray.

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0. — Reply of Promoters of Loan. 

We beg respectfully to send to tlic Loan Commissioners tlie following 
detailed reply to tko memorial presented to them by some of the inhabitants of 
the Macroom Electoral Division. For the facility of reference we have numbered 
the several paragraphs of the memorial, and liavo marked with corresponding 
numbers the respective replies to them on this statement : — 

Paragraphs 1 , 2, and 3 being merely introductory, wemake no comment on them. 
4. In reference to the 4tli paragraph of the memorial, we beg to say without 
questioning, as perhaps we might, the accuracy of the figures, which purport to 
give the valuation of the town and rural district respectively of the electoral 
division of Macroom, that the statement that “ memorialists can derive no 
benefit from the intended water supply” cannot be maintained, as all within 
the division living as they do in the immediate vicinity of the town, and having 
daily intercourse with it, must necessarily benefit by such supply ; furthermore 
had the Loan Commissioners furnished us with the names of memorialists, 
though some of them are known to individuals amongst us, we would undertake 
to prove that they and many living on the property of some of them, would 
largely benefit by the intended water supply. 

.5. In the 5th paragraph it is alleged that a rate of 3s. 3d. in the pound for 
twenty years, on a valuation of £(>,792 17s., would be required to pay the 
principal and interest of £4,000. * This is manifestly an enormous exaggeration, 
as such a rate would amount at the end of twenty years to £8,491, whereas on 
the terms proposed by the Loan Commissioners, the principal and interest 
would amount only to £6,100, or £2,391 loss than the estimate of memorialists. 
If, moreover, it be taken into account that in a short time, say two years, after 
the water works were completed, a sum of £120 per annum, at a moderate 
estimate, would be realized by the supply of water to private houses, the cost 
for the remaining eighteen years would be reduced by no less than £2,160, a 
sum be it observed fully equal to the entire interest on the amount to be 
borrowed. As to the assertion that a further perpetual rate would be required to 
keep the works in repair, we reply that for many years the amount to be raised 
for the repairs of our works, satisfactorily perfected, must be inappreciably small, 
and that at any future time the cost of maintenance would be more than covered 
by the income to be derived from the supply to private houses. It may be proper 
to state here, that at the end of twenty years, when the principal and interest 
would be paid off, water works of the value of £4,000 would become the property 
of the electoral division of Macroom, which by proper management would effect 
a saving to the rates in that division of from £100 to £200 a year thence forward. 

6. As to the suggestion of memorialists, that the district to be supplied is 
sufficiently wealthy to do so at its own cost, through the medium of a towns 
commission, it is sufficient to say that as no town commission exists in Macroom, 
it would be futile to expect a water supply from any such body.

Improvement Act, and their limits of taxation properly defined.” 

In calling attention to the refusal of the loan by the PublicWorks Loan 
Board on the ground assigned by the Board of Public Works in Dublin, 
I am directed to point out that the mode of charge the Board of Works 
declares to be unjust is in strict accordance with the existing state of 
the law, as defined in the 6th, 12th, and 16th secs, of the Sewage Utiliza- 
tion Act, 28 & 29 Vic., c. 75, and the 11th and 12th secs, of the Sanitary 
Act, 29 i$s 30 Vic., c. 90, whereby the expenses incurred in providing a 
proper supply of pure water by the sewer authority is cliargeable on the 
electoral division containing the place to Y r hich it is to be supplied. 

" " * p 
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It mil not 1)0 necessary here to consider the question whether the law 
ought to he altered or not in this respect. It is sufficient to observe 
that the law must ho administered as it is, more especially as the 
urgency of the case is such as not to admit of the delay necessary for 
the amendment of the law if it were thought expedient to amend it. 

Tire water which the inhabitants of Macroom are compelled to drink 
is described as coming from a stagnant ditch, polluted with sewage, and 
the imminent danger to life arising therefrom is attested by ample medical 
authority. 

The Local Government Board feel it necessary, therefore, to press for 
that action on the part of the Public Works Loan Board which they are 
refusing to take upon grounds apparently quite untenable, and altogether 
out of the reach of their control in an administrative point of view. 

. Tlle Government Board recommend this case to the considera- 
tion of His Excellency as one which .requires prompt interference outlie 
part of some authority which can call upon the Public Works Loan 
Board to perform their legal functions without unnecessary delay.

In reply to your reference of the 16th instant (herewith returned), 
calling for any observations tho Board of Public Works may wish to 
offer on the letter of the Local Government Board, I am directed to state 
that the certificate which this Board granted under the 16th section of 
the 28th and 29th Vic., cap. 75, to the Guardians of the Macroom Poor 
Law Union, on tlieir application, to enable them to borrow from the 
Public Works Loan Commissioners (London) the funds necessary to 
provide an improved supply of water, had reference solely to the neces- 
sity for such supply, to the sufficiency of the works, and their estimated 
cost ; and it was not until a reference was made to them by the Public 
Works Loan Commissioners of an appeal to that Board from thirty-seven 
ratepayers of the electoral district proposed to be made chargeable with 
the repayment of the loan (which had then, under the Board’s certificate, 
been applied for by the Guardians of the Union) against the injustice 
which would be done to them by being required to contribute to a work 
from which they could derive no benefit whatever, that this Board, 
recognising the validity of their objections, offered the suggestion in then- 
reply to the Public Works Loan Commissioners which has been quoted 
of tho propriety of the town of Macroom being brought under the opera- 
tion of the Towns Improvement Act (1854), as a means of removing 
the cause of complaint. 

In offering that suggestion tins Board in no degree questioned the 
strict legality of the course which was being pursued, but merely pointed 
out another one equally legal, calling for no amendment of existing Acts, 
and which, looking to the extent and population of the town, appeared 
to them not only to be a proper one, but one involving neither difficulty 
(although the Board were mistaken in their assumption that there was a 
municipal body) nor much delay or expense. 

This Board would further observe that the Local Government Board 
did not appear in the question at all until the receipt of their letter of 
the 13th instant, and they need scarcely add that they had no desire 
nor intention of in any way interfering with that Board’s prerogative.

properly defined, as their lordships concur in opinion with the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works that it would be unjust to require ratepayers 
entirely outside the limits for which the new water supply would bo 
available to contribute to the repayment of the loan. 

In reply, the Local Government Board desire to state that the sugges- 
tion of the Board of Public W orks, Ireland, is altogether inapplicable to the 
state of the ease in question, and to the present state of the law affecting 
it, there being no municipal authority in existence at Macroom, and the 
Local Government Board having no power to bring the town under the 
Towns Improvement Act, or to define the proper limits of taxation, the 
inhabitants of the town alone being the competent parties to take that 
step, subject to the consent of the Local Government Board, and to then- 
approval of the limits proposed. 

Upon the question of the propriety of the existing state of the 
law by which water supply is, in such a case as the present, made 
chargeable on the electoral division containing the town, the Local 
Government Board do not feel themselves called upon to express an 
opinion ; but they again submit to His Excellency that so long as the 
law remains as it is, the urgent demand of the inhabitants of the town 
of Macroom for a proper water supply is entitled to prompt attention on 
the part of the authorities, whose legal function it is to make the required 
advance, upon security to which no objection has been or can be made as 
insufficient.

That 
ficogt and charges of its being procured and maintained ought to be 
wine equally by the North and South Dublin Unions, viz. One half 
y each Union, this to be irrespective of the treatment by each 
union of the cases arising in such Union (if any). 
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That we recommend our respective Boards to adopt this arrangement, 
anti that such hospital may be procured either at the North or South 
side of the river of Dublin, whichever may be most readily procured for 
the purpose. 

Moved by Mr. John Bentley, seconded by Mr. Charles Crawcour, and 
resolved— That on the part of the Guardians of the South Union, Mr. 
Callow and Mr. Armstrong, and on the part of the Guardians of the 
North Union, Mr. Tickle and Mr. Bentley be respectively appointed to 
look out for a house or premises suitable for hospital purposes, and the 
report of the joint committee of both boards at a meeting to he held at 
the North Dublin Board-room, on Tuesday next, the 22nd instant, at 12 
o’clock. 



Tuesday, 22nd July, 1873. 

Moved by Mr. John Bentley, seconded by Mr. John Byrne, and 
resolved — It having been reported to the joint committee of the North 
and South Dublin Unions that a certain plot of ground belonging to the 
Fitzwilliam estate, and now unoccupied, situated on the South "Wall, 
would be a very suitable place upon which to erect a cholera hospital for 
the reception of patients who might arrive in the port of Dublin, or be 
taken ill in the river, do appoint a sub-committee to wait upon J olm 
E. Vernon, esq., with a view of ascertaining if he would either grant 
or let such plot of ground for the purpose. 

In pursuance of the above resolution, the committee at once pro- 
ceeded to the South Wall, to inspect the piece of land, the property of 
Lord Pembroke, suitable for the erection of sheds, which upon a minute 
examination, they found suitable and convenient for the purpose, and 
their attention having been directed to the following letter of John E. 
Vernon, esq., His Lordship’s Agent, they proceeded to the Eitzwilliam 
estates office, in hope of having an interview with that gentleman. Not 
being successful in this, they directed the following communication to be 
signed and forwarded by the Clerks of both Unions. 

The following is a copy of Mr. Vernon’s letter, to Mr. Boyle, Secre- 
tary of the Public Health Committee : — 

Wilton-place, Dublin, July 18th, 1873. 

Sib, 

Referring to yours of 14th in st., Iam sure it will be Lord Pembroke’s 
desire to meet the wishes of your Committee as far as he can do so, and I shall 
be prepared on his behalf to arrange for allocating such space as may be re- 
quired for the cholera sheds on the piece of ground referred to, due allowance 
being made by your Committee to the tenant having the temporary occupation 
of the ground in question. 

It will be necessary that the sheds shall be well thrown back from the road, 
so that no possible danger may arise to the troops stationed at the Pigeon 
House, and it must be understood that I can only accede to the proposed 
arrangement, subject to any reasonable objection which may be raised by, or 
on behalf of, the Commander 'of the Forces in Ireland, whose opinion it is my 
intention to ask on this question.

visited and inspected a piece of ground, part of the Fitzwilliam estate, situate 
at the South Wall, and opposite the landing slip thereon, from the river Lifley, 
deem it a suitable place for the erection of sheds or other buildings for the 
treatment of such patients, and as the sealed order of the Local Government 
Board for Ireland declares it to be the duty of the two Unions to make such 
provision instead of the Public Health Committee, as it was hitherto supposed, 
and the attention of the Joint Committee having been (Erected to your letter 
of the 18th inst. upon this subject to Mr. Boyle, Secretary to the Public Health 
Committee of the Corporation of Dublin, beg respectfully to request that you 
will aid them in obtaining from Lord Pembroke about one acre or more of the 
ground referred to immediately opposite, or as near to, the landing slip as 
possible. The sheds or other erection necessary for the purpose shall be thrown 
well hack from the road, as is suggested in your said letter, and such other 
regulations for the safety of the troops stationed at the Pigeon House Fort, 
and for the public, will be strictly adhered to by the joint Committee, who are 
also prepared to make due allowance to the tenant having the temporary 
occupation of the ground in question. 

The joint Committee will meet again on Monday next here, at one o’clock, 
p.m., when they hope to be favoured with your acquiescence in their views in 
this respect.

Dublin Castle, 

Sir, 24th July, 1873. 

Referring to yours of 22nd, Lord Sandhurst desires me to send you 
the proceedings of the Board mentioned in mine of the 21st for your 
perusal, and to say that to erect a temporary lazaretto on ground con- 
demned for such reasons is, in his opinion, calculated to produce the very 
evil desired to be warded off. 

Secondly, Lord Sandhurst very much fears that if the lazaretto is 
formed at the place suggested, a cry ■will be raised to put the Pigeon 
House in quarantine, because of the road connecting the Fort with the 
mainland running past the lazaretto. This would be a great injustice to 
the troops, interfere with their comfort, and produce ill-health amongst 
them. 

On many grounds His Lordship would have liked to have seen the 
bank beyond the Pigeon Plouse selected for the purpose ; but he does 
not see bow the objection could be got over that, at high water, no land 
communication would exist except through the Fort. 

Lord Sandhurst is inclined to think that the argument is being pursued 
in the dark. What is desired 1 Is it wished to have an absolute quaran- 
tine enforced on all passengers coming on shipboard to the Port of Dublin! 
Is it supposed that cholera has already appeared in England ! Is it 
intended to cut off communication between the two countries on such 
grounds, and stop the entire trade in consequence ? 

With deference to the Corporation, it seems to Lord Sandhurst that 
the matter in question is of very great importance if practical execution 
is in any manner to be given to it, and that it is one demanding Govern- 
ment deliberation and directions. He has accordingly forwarded copy 
of this correspondence to the Under Secretary to the Irish Government.

Proceedings of a Board which assembled on the 2Dth October, 1872, 
at the camp ground recently occupiod by tho Dublin City Artillery 
Militia, near Pigeon House Port, Dublin, for the purpose of reporting 
whether the ground alluded to, or ground in its vicinity, is, from the 
composition of its soil and position both as regards oxtent and exposure, 
suitable upon which to orect huts for a portion or tho wliolo of tho Dublin 
City Artillery Regiment during training in the months of Juno, July, 
and August ; and secondly, whether in tlio event of huts being provided 
for a portion of the Regiment only, tho remainder might, in a sanitary 
point of view, be encamped on that ground during the months before 
mentioned.

The Board having assembled caused several parts of the ground to be 
bored down into by a fatigue , party to depths of 4 and 5 feet, and brought 
back a portion of the soil, which they sent to London to he analysed by 
the War Department Chemist, who returned it on the 14th instant with 
the following report : — “ The sample of soil has been examined and found 
“ to contain some nitrogenous matter, apparently of animal origin, but it 
“ cannot be said that this would prove to be at all deleterious to the health 
11 of persons inhabiting dwellings built upon this soil.” 

The Board re-assembled on the 19th November, and with reference to 
tho Chemist’s report, hut principally from their own observation whereas 
they inspected the ground, they are of opinion that from its composition, 
being 4 or 5 feet deep of mud mixed with sand, the mud being the 
deposit from the dredging of the river, and also from its exposed situation 
it is not suitable upon which to erect huts for any portion of the Dublin 
Artillery Regiment during training, neither is it, for the same reason, 
suitable for an encampment during any season of the year. 

The Board have to add that the experience of the recent encampment 
on the ground in question when the Dublin Artillery Regiment suffered 
in health to an unusual extent, tends to hear out their views that it is 
not desirable to use this ground in future either for huts or encampment.

Sir, 26th July, 1873. 

I have to acknowledge the receipt of yours of the 24th, covering 
the Minute of proceedings of a Board assembled on the 25tli October, 
1872, which I have the honour to return herewith. 

The conclusions arrived at by that Board fail altogether to carry 
conviction to my mind as to the insalubrity of the ground referred to, 
inasmuch as they are diametrically opposed to the scientific evidcnco 
taken, and consequently amount to no more than to an expression of 
opinion of the members of the Board which is distinctly met by tho 
opinion of the Chemists of the War Department. 

In the letter which I wrote on the 18 th July, to the Secretary of the 
Public Health Committee, a copy of which I sent to Lord Sandhurst, 
I made Lord Pembroke’s assent to the arrangement subject to any 
reasonable objection which tho Commander of the Forces might raise, 
and therefore, although I am unable to share the grave apprehensions 
which are expressed by His Lordship, I have written to the Secretary 
of the Joint Committee of the two Poor Law Unions (with whom the 
Sanitary arrangements now rest) enclosing for the consideration of the 
Committee your letter of the 24th instant, and have suggested that in 
deference to Lord Sandhurst’s views the project of erecting sheds 
for the reception of the cholera patients on the Pigeon House Banks may 
not be insisted upon. 

I cannot but feel that the difficulty of finding a suitable place for the 
reception of Cholera patients from the shipping of the Port of Dublin 
remains untouched, and I venture to express my hope that if this pro- 
ject be now abandoned Lord Sandhurst in deference to whose opinion it 
will be so abandoned, will press upon the Government the necessity of 
providing for the reception of the Sailor patients, by giving the Com- 
mittee the use of a ship capable of becoming a floating Hospital.

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No. 4 . — Report from Mr. Robinson to the Local Government 
Board. 

Kingstown, 

My Lord and Gentlemen, July 29tli, 1873. 

I have tlie honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
26th instant, forwarding to me a file of correspondence with the military 
authorities respecting the proposal to erect cholera sheds near the 
Pigeon House, and directing me to report to you on the subject. 

On receipt of your order of the 7th instant, providing against the 
introduction of cholera and for the treatment of cholera patients arriv- 
ing in any vessel, the Boards of Guardians of the two Dublin Unions 
took into consideration the best means of providing hospital accommo- 
dation for such cases. 

The Guardians of the South Dublin Union learned, on communicating 
with the governing bodies of some of the hospitals in Dublin, that 
although cholera patients might be received into these institutions, it 
was the opinion of medical men that the most effectual manner of guard- 
ing against the introduction of cholera is to treat such persons landed 
from vessels in an isolated hospital close to the sea-board, where there 
would be no communication between the drains of such hospital and 
the drains and sewers of the town; the South Dublin Guardians then 
proposed that a Committee composed of Guardians of both the Dublin 
Unions should meet and confer together on the subject. 

This Committee met on the 18th instant, and agreed to recommend 
that a cholera hospital for the treatment of patients landed from vessels 
coming into, or lying in, the port of Dublin should be established, and 
that ihe expense should be borne jointly by both Unions ; I annex a 
copy of the report of the Committee,* and the proposal has been 
agreed to by the Guardians of the South Dublin Union, but the North 
Dublin Guardians have not yet arrived at a decision on the point, and 
the question is to be considered at their meeting to-morrow. 

The joint Committee however, lost no time in looking out for a suit- 
able site for the hospital, and found that the Public Health Committee 
of the Corporation had been in communication with Mr. Vernon, agent 
to the Earl of Pembroke, with the view of obtaining permission to erect 
a shed on the Pigeon House bank, having been under the impression 
that it was their duty to procure hospital accommodation. The Com- 
mittee of the Boards of Guardians visited this place on the 22nd instant, 
and addressed a letter to Mr. Vernon, a copy of which I enclose, + point- 
ing out that it was the duty of the Guardians to provide an hospital, 
and requesting permission to use the ground referred to, and a reply, 
dated the 26th instant, was received, a copy of which I also forward to 
you, in which Mr. Vernon stated that Lord Sandhurst’s objections 
to the arrangement appear so strong as to make it undesirable to carry 
out the project. 

The spot selected by the Committee is about half way between Rings- 
end and the Pigeon House Port, and is opposite a landing slip, so that 
a patient could be transferred from a ship to the hospital by only 
crossing the road and passing into the field, which is sufficiently wide 
to admit of the hospital being erected at some little distance from the 
road. The situation appears to be a very suitable one for the reception 
and treatment of patients arriving in ships, and it does not appear to 
me that Ihe objections which exist to the place as an encampment for 
troops prove that it iB an unsuitable position for the treatment of

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cholera patients -who may be landed there while suffering from the 
disease. 

It is possible that the Guardians may make another representation to 
Mr.Vernon on the subject after the meeting to-morrow, but at present 
Mr. Vernon appears to think it riglrtqto yield to the views of Lord 
Sandhurst, and to the objections to the proposed an-angement raised by 
his Lordship on behalf of the troops stationed in the Pigeon House 
Port.

No. 7 .— Letter from the Local Government Board to the 
Under Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 31st July, 1873. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland return to you herewith the 
papers referred to them on the 26tli and 29th instant for inquiry and 
report on the subject of the proposal to erect sheds near the Pigeon House 
Port for the reception and treatment of persons arriving in the river 
Liffey by sea who may he suffering from cholera, which proposal appears 
to he considered objectionable by the military authorities ; and in reference 
thereto, the Board have the honour to forward to you, for the informa- 
tion of their Excellencies the Lords Justices, copies of reports they have 
received from their Inspector, Mr. Robinson, on the subject, dated respec- 
tively the 29th, 30th, and 31st July, together with copies of the docu- 
ments which accompanied those reports, ^ 
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The Local Government Board at the same time submit that the salubrity 
of the ground as a site for a cholera hospital is placed beyond question by 
the report of Drs. M'apotlier, Minehin, Burne, and Cameron, which 
accompanies Mr. Robinson’s report of the 30th instant ; and it is clear 
that responsibility on this point rests with the civil and not with the 
military authorities. 

With regard to the safety of the small body of troops which occupies 
the Pigeon House Port, it is not alleged in the correspondence that any 
fear of contagion exists in regard to the proximity of the proposed site to 
the fortress, being as it is one-third of a mile distant, and the road leading 
from Ringsend to the Pigeon House passing it at a distance of 200 feet ; 
but an apprehension is expressed in regard to the latter circumstance 
“ that a cry will be raised to put the Pigeon House in quarantine, which 
would be an injustice to the troops, interfere with their comfort, and 
produce ill health among them.” 

Such being the ground of apprehension on the part of the military 
authorities, it will be right, on the part of the Local Government Board, 
to deprecate such a supposition being made a ground for obstructing the 
adoption of a precautionary measure, such as that which the Boards of 
Guardians of the two Dublin Unions are proposing to adopt for the pro 
teetion of the city. 

The Local Government Board concur in the view expressed by their 
Inspector, Mr. Robinson, as to the perfect eligibility of the site in 
question for the purpose for which it is intended, namely, for the erection 
of a temporary structure for the reception and treatment of persons 
arriving on shipboard in the river Liffey, and suffering from cholera. 

The Local Government Board have received, this day, a letter from the 
Local Government Board in England, containing a notification that an 
emigrant ship, after touching at various ports in the Baltic, has brought 
cases of cholera and diarrhoea into the port of London, and that all 
arrivals from the Baltic or Hamburgh ought to be regarded as suspected. 
The Board lose no time, therefore, in apprising Mr. Vernon of the view 
which they have taken, and expressing their hope that he will no longer 
hesitate to give the ground for the purposes intended.

In continuance of previous correspondence, I am directed by Lord 
Sandhurst to transmit, for the information of Government, copy of a letter 
he has caused to be addressed to Mr. Vernon, relative to the proposal to 
erect a cholera hospital near the Pigeon House Port. 

The Commander of the Porces cannot too strongly impress upon the 
Irish Government the advisability of using all their influence to assist 
the Local Government Board in procuring a ship for a cholera hospital. 

Bailing in this, or should it be thought that too much delay would be 
involved by such an application, bis Lordship thinks that it is in the 
highest degree important that the Government should exercise pressure 
upon the proper department to provide themselves with a ship for the 
purpose, by hire or purchase, without loss of time. The proposal to erect 
sheds oa the ground near the Pigeon House Port is utterly condemned 
by those who have had practical opportunity of ascertaining the nature 
of the soil. It is, Lord Sandhurst believes, also condemned by the entire 
respectable press of this city, whose opinions it would be imprudent to 
ignore. 

It also occurs to Lord Sandhurst that as a mere question of time, 
patting any other considerations out of the question, the provision of a 
ship would be far preferable to the erection of huts. Lord Sandhurst 
desires me to transmit herewith a copy of the Daily Express newspaper 
of this date, in which there is an article which exactly describes the true 
state of the case, and which he requests may be forwarded for the infor- 
mation of his Lordship, the President of the Local Government Board.

I regret extremely that absence on inspection duty in Cork Harbour 
should have prevented an earlier reply to your letter of the 26th ultimo.

His Lordship desires me to return you his thanks for your communica- 
tion ; and with reference to the second paragraph thereof would point 
out to you the fact, which you have apparently overlooked, that the 
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principal medical officer, who liad the advantage over the War Depart- 
ment chemist of a personal inspection of the ground and its unfortunate 
occupants, entirely concurred with the opinion of the Board. In addition 
to this ha wrote to his medical superiors giving in detail his reasons 
expressed in the most unmistakable manner, for considerin'* the nW 
quite unfit for either huts or tents. ° P 

I shall be happy to send you this report for your perusal, should vou 
desire it. J 

Nothing that he has read in the newspapers has caused his Lordship 
to alter the firm opinion he lias already expressed, that both on military 
and public grounds the erection of a cholera hospital or quarantine (for 
it is not yet clear which is intended) on the spot in question would be 
much to be deprecated. 

You may perhaps not be aware that we were extremely anxious last 
year to make use of this ground, as being so conveniently situated with 
respect to the Pigeon House Port. It is true that a great deal of rain 
fell whilst the Dublin City Militia were encamped there last summer 
and this may have had something to do with the sickness, and have 
aggravated the foul state of the ground. However that may be it is 
certain that we were obliged to disband the regiment prematurely, and 
dismiss the men on account of this sickness. 

His Lordship quite agrees with you that the proper thing to do, under 
the present circumstanees, is to obtain a ship for the reception of cholera 
patients. Of course he could give no practical effect to this idea, but he 
would be glad, both as Commander of the Porces and a Lord Justice, to 
press strongly upon the authorities concerned the advisability of providing 

He understands that arrangements have already been made for provi- 
ding one in Cork Harbour, and that another precedent is to be found in 
the port of London.

Lhe Local Government Board for Ireland return to you herewith 
the letter from Lieut.-Col. Smyth, dated the 2nd instant, with its 
Enclosures, relative to the proposal to provide hospital accommodation 
for cholera patients arriving in the river, near the Pigeon House Port. 

The Board desire at the same time to forward to you, for the informa- 
tion of their Excellencies the Lords Justices, copies of letters which have 
been addressed to the Boards of Guardians of the North and South 
Dubhn Unions, and to the Board of Guardians of Cork Union, on the 
subject of providing hospital accommodation for any cases of cholera 
which may arrive in Dublin Harbour or Cork Harbour. 

The proposal to beg, borrow, hire, or purchase a ship for a floating 
hospital appears to be founded on some misconception of the circum- 
stances,— hospital accommodation for cholera patients is to be found to 
an ample extent m Dublin. Sir Patrick Dun’s, the Hardwicke, the 
Meath, and the Mater Misencordise having all tendered their assistance

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in opening cholera wards ; and it would be absurd to provide, on a large 
scale and at a very disproportionate expense, extensive hospital accom- 
modation afloat when far superior arrangements exist already in the 
city, which may be availed of at a moment’s notice. 

But the nearest of these city hospitals is distant from that point in 
the river which has been fixed on by the Port and Docks Board as most 
convenient for the detention of ships with cholera on board ; and the 
experience of previous visitations has shown that nothing is more fatal 
to patients advanced in the disease than the process of removal to a 
distance. 

Mr. Vernon’s refusal to let the portion of land adjoining the river, 
pronounced as it is to be perfectly salubrious and suitable for the purpose 
by the only medical authorities who are officially and professionally 
responsible for an opinion in the matter, leaves the civil authority 
charged with the duty to seek elsewhere in the neighbourhood for some 
building which may, if occasion arises, be fitted up on the instant for the 
reception of sea-borne cholera patients. Failing in this, any cases which 
may so arrive in the river must be carried to the distant city hospitals 
or remain to be treated on board, and in either case life will probably be 
sacrificed.

The Local Government Board for Ireland acknowledge the receipt 
of the minutes of proceedings of the Board of Guardians of the Cork 
Union on the 31st ultimo, from which they observe that the Guardians 
adopted a resolution passed at the meeting of Committees appointed to 
consider the question of establishing an hospital for the port of Cork, 
which was held on the 26th ultimo. 

The resolution represents the necessity for the introduction, by 
Government, of an Act by which a Central Port Authority for Cork 
Harbour shall be instituted, for the purpose of receiving and attending 
to all sea-borne infectious cases, such authority to have powers of main- 
taining a floating hospital. 

In reference thereto the Local Government Board desire to state that 
a Bill has now received the Boyal assent, which will enable them to 
place the port under one Nuisance Authority, with power to claim 
contributions from other Nuisance Authorities, as proposed by the 
Guardians in the resolution recorded on their minutes of the 10th July. 

With regard to the suggestion of a floating hospital, the Local Govern- 
ment Board have to refer the Guardians to the correspondence with the 
Admiralty in the early part of 1871, when the country was threatened 
with small-pox, and when the Admiralty offered the loan of the Andro- 
nwjchs, at an estimated cost of £500 to put her in order and bring her 
from Devonport to Cork, a sum which the Poor Law Commissioners at 
that time pronounced could not legally be provided from the poor-rates 
for such a purpose. 

The plain and direct duty of the Board of Guardians as a nui s a n ce 
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authority under the Cholera Order of 7th July, 1873, is to provide such 
hospital accommodation ashore as may suffice for the reception and 
treatment of patients arriving on shipboard ; and this arrangement -will 
be found, apart from the uncertainty of the means of obtaining a floating 
hospital, by far the most economical in every point of view, and by far 
the most salutary for the patients, as well as most convenient for the 
medical men who have to attend upon them. 

It is the intention of the Local Government Board, under the new Act 
to prescribe the Cork Board as sole Nuisance Authority in respect of 
ships m Cork Harbour, and the Guardians are therefore requested to 
take steps, without delay, to provide hospital accommodation ashore.

authority” of the district in question, may be supposed to have a deep 
interest in the subject. 

As I find that the objections of the military authorities remain un- 
touched, and that the opinion of the Commissioners of the Pembroke 
Township, as well as of a vast number of the owners and inhabitants of 
property in the district, is opposed to the project, which appears to have 
created a great amoimt of alarm in the neighbourhood, I have to request 
that you will convey to your Committee my regret that I feel unable to 
comply with their request that I shall, on behalf of Lord Pembroke, 
give them the ground required. 

I may add that the accommodation required, being exclusively for 
seamen, there is a strong prevalence of opinion in favour of the adoption

patients to a considerable distance, which it was the principal object of 
the recently proposed arrangements to obviate. 

The Board desire to add that by a Bill recently introduced into Par- 
liament to amend the Sanitary Act, and which, appears to have received 
the Royal assent yesterday, the Local Government Board are enabled, 
when a nuisance authority shall have been prescribed by them, under 
the power given by the 30th section of the Sanitary Act, to make 
provision for obtaining contributions from other riparian nuisance 
authorities towards the expenses incurred ; and the Board contemplate 
prescribing the South Dublin Board of Guardians as the nuisance 
authority for vessels in Dublin Harbour to the northward and west- 
ward of a line drawn from the south-easternmost point of Donnybrook 
electoral division to the Baily Lighthouse, leaving Kingstown Harbour 
to be dealt with separately in the same manner, as within the district 
of the Board of Guardians of Rathdown Union.

In commimicating to you. a copy of the Fourth Report of the Com- 
missioners appointed to inquire into the condition of the Civil Service in 
Ireland, for the observations of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, 
My Lords desire me to state that the view which Mr. Blackwood lias 
taken of the course of procedure required by the instructions accords 
more exactly than that taken by his colleagues with their Lordships’ 
intention in framing them. 

My Lords consider the Report of the Commissioners on the Office of 
e Local Government Board and on that of the Registrar-General to he 
very valuable, and it would he within the powers, and according to the 
ordinary practice of the Treasury, to proceed to regulate those two offices 
afresh, with the recommendations of the Report in view ; hut as regards 
f reasoils are offered in some of the first 42 paragraphs 

the Reportin favour of a revision of the whole of Her Majesty’s Civil 
* TVnW* ^ /a Jf 1 ? r< ^ er Sa ^ 3 fy those members of it who are employed 
M l Rf - ' ' that their grievances (30) have been adequately redressed, 
y . ras are not convinced that sufficient grounds for so formidable an 
nuiuiry have been established. 

Confining the question to the field within which it has arisen. My 
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Lords find no proof that the Civil Service is worse paid than other 
analogous employments in Dublin as compared with London (35 and 36), 
or that it fails to attract a sufficient number of qualified persons to fill 
its situations (31 and 32). The best of the candidates are able to enter 
the London offices (32), and those who remain in Dublin are not worse 
paid than other men in analogous employments (34-5-6). On the contrary 
the Governor of the Bank of Ireland, which is quoted as the most 
appropriate instance of comparison with the public service (37), appears 
to be of opinion that the scarcity of proper candidates for admission into 
it is in some measure attributable to the attraction offered by open 
competition for the Civil Service, and he anticipates in consequence a 
further rise in the scale of Bank salaries (14 of Mr. Blackwood’s Report 
p. 242). * 

It is stated in paragraphs 10—12 that because the junior places in the 
portion of the Civil Service serving in Ireland were, up to a recent period, 
almost universally given to Irishmen (11), therefore there existed, at that 
time, good grounds for making the salaries in Dublin lower than in 
London (12), but that the introduction of open competition has altered 
the case (13—15). My Lords fail to see why : — when political nomination 
was the rule in Ireland it was also the rule in Great Britain, just as now 
open competition is the rule in both countries. It is not alleged that 
English or Scotch competitors have ousted Irishmen from the Dublin 
offices, nor was it ever the fact that Irishmen, because they were Irish- 
men, received lower salaries than Englishmen or Scotchmen. If to obtain 
a civil appointment in Dublin now marks merit (14), it also marks to the 
same extent choice (32), since the candidates with the highest marks 
choose first. Civil salaries in Dublin conform (now as they did before) 
to the scale of other analogous earnings in Dublin \ and there is no more 
reason why a Civil servant should be paid as much in Dublin as in 
London, on the ground that the tests for admission are in each case the 
same, than there is why a Q.C. or an M.D. with the same legal or medical 
degree should earn as much in one capital as in the other. 

My Lords desire also to point out that the rate of salaries and wages 
is regulated not by the price of commodities nor the amount of rent, but 
by the supply of the qualities required as compared with the demand. 
Very energetic measures have been taken for many year’s to increase the 
number of persons qualified to fill Government employments, and the 
effect must be in the open market to lower rather than to raise the scale 
of remuneration for clerical labour. It would be neither just to the 
public nor sound in a scientific point of view that Government should 
adopt a scale of remuneration above what is required for obtaining efficient 
service, thus disturbing the natural operation of supply and demand, and 
holding out artificial inducements to persons to apply themselves to a 
species of employment already overstocked. It is computed that in 
London alone there are, on an average, 5,000 clerks constantly out of 
employment. . Is it wise or right to increase this number by the institu- 
prices in the form of over-paid Civil Service employments 1 
My Lords have considered it better to state at once what their views 
are on these general questions ; but they do not mean thereby to intimate 
any unwillingness on their own part to pursue their usual course of 
regulating from time time each office, as occasion requires, on its own 
merits. . My Lords cannot agree to any general and indiscriminate raising 
of salaries on the ground only of increase in the cost of living, or of 
comparison between different offices. There are usually sufficient reasons 
for such differences where they exist, and at any ‘ rate the primd fade 
inference from them is as strong for lowering as for raising salaries. 
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Before stdari.es are raised it must be shown in. eao h case that the service 
is paid at a less rate than persons able to perform it reasonably earn • 
and it must also be shown whether it is not possible, by better organiza- 
tion, to improve the remuneration of the necessary officers without 
increased cost. 

My Lords, while communicating to your Lordship for the information 
of His Excellency the Lord Lie utcnant the observations which this Report 
has suggested to them, request you to assure His Excellency that they 
will give their most earnest attention to whatever recommendations 
upon the same subject His Excellency may see fit to communicate to 
them.

The Local Government Board for Ireland acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 14th instant, forwarding a copy of the Report of the Civil 
Service^ (in Ireland) Inquiry Commission upon this department, and 
requesting the Board to furnish His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
with a statement of the alterations which the Board is prepared to re- 
commend iii its office establishment as regards either the number or the 
salaries of its members, observing at the same time, that the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury have stated that before salaries are 
raised it must be shown in each case that the service is paid at a less 
rate than persons able to perform it reasonably earn, and that it must 
also be shown whether it is not possible by better organization to im- 
prove the remuneration of the necessary officers without increased 
cost. 



In reference thereto the Board have to state that the only case in 
which the Commissioners appointed to inquire into the condition of the 
Civil Service in Ireland, have in their report on this department recom- 
mended an increase of salary is the case of Mr. Banks, and this recom- 
mendation was made by them conditional on a change in the constitu- 
tion of the Board, which could only be effected by an Act of Parlia- 



TTuder these circumstances the Board is not able, in relation to the 
requirements of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, 
o do more than express an opinion that Mr. Banks’s services as a 
secretary or other chief officer of any important public company would 
e lil-reqmted by a salary less than that which it has been proposed to 
ass'gn to him ; but that, on the other hand, the present organization of 
e office establishment is such that no arrangement can he made which 
wo enable such an increase of his salary to take place without au 
increase of cost to the public.

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No. 4 — Further Letter from, the Local Government Board 
to the Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant. 



Local Government Board, Dublin, 

Sib, 20th May, 1873. 

Adverting to their 1 letter to you of the 17tli instant, in which 
reference was made to the recommendation of the Civil Service Inquiry 
Commissioners on the subject of the salary of their Chief Clerk, the 
Local Government Board for Ireland beg to state that, understanding 
they are not precluded by the report on this department from submitting 
the claims of other officers in the establishment for consideration, they 
now submit the following recommendations to His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant : — 

1. That the six clerks in the first class be allowed to receive a maxi- 
mum of £600 per annum, advancing to it by an increment of £20 
annually instead of a maximum of £500, at an annual increment of 
£15 as at present. 

Persons who might be expected to perform the service of this class 
of clerks “ reasonably ” are such as at present are clerks of the first 
class of Poor Law Unions in Ireland, who, in four cases out of five, 
enjoy larger emoluments than the first class clerks of the central office, 
viz. : — Belfast, £598 ; Cork, £645 ; North Dublin, £525 ; South Dublin, 
£560 ; the fifth (Limerick) being at present only £404. 

2. Applying the same rate of improvement, namely, 20 per cent, to 
the second class clerks, the maximum would be increased from its present 
amount, viz., £300, to £360 \ but bearing in mind the view unanimously 
adopted by the Inquiry Commissioners that the lower salaries should 
be increased in a greater degree than the higher ones, it would seem 
fair that the second class clerks’ maximum should be increased by 25 
per cent., that is to say, from £300 to £375, with an annual increment 
of £15, instead of £10 as at present. 

3. The present maximum of the third class is £170 (the clerks in 
that class now standing at £200 being exceptional cases arising out of 
past circumstances). In this class the Board, acting on the same prin- 
ciple as that above stated, recommends an increase of nearly 30 per cent, 
raising the maximum from £170 to £220. 

Should the above recommendations be adopted, their adoption would 
be followed by the necessary consequence of raising the minimum salary 
in the case of each of the two higher classes. 

The office-keeper and messengers should, in accordance with the same 
principle, have their salaries improved by an increase in the maximum 
°f (say) £35 per cent., which would raise the maximum for the office- 
keeper to £135 ; the first-class messengers from £60 to £80, and the 
second class from £50 to £70, all to advance by an improved rate of 
increment, say £5 per annum. Such are the changes which the Board 
recommends to His Excellency in regard to the several classes of clerks 
and servants in this department. • ' 

The Board regrets that, under existing circumstances, recognised in 
the report of the Inquiry Commissioners, it cannot hold out any pros- 
pect of a change in the organization which might protect the public 
from increase of charge in respect of the proposed improvement in 
salaries ; but as this inability arises from the certainty of an impending 
increase of business in the department, the Board trusts it will not be 
allowed to interfere with a proposal founded on general considerations 
of justice to the Civil Servants of the Crown.

3. That eight clerks hi the copying department might he abolished, 
leaving it to the Vice-President to recommend such gentlemen as he 
may select for retirement, thus affording hi some degree a remedy for 
the unfavourable position in which many of the junior classes of the 
department are placed.

The Local Government Board for Ireland have the honour to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of a file of papers on the subject of the report made by 
the Civil Service Inquiry Commissioners in regard to this department, 
referred to the Board on the 30th instant, with an inthnation that, before 
finally submitting to the Treasury the recommendations which have 
been made by the Local Government Board as to the increase of tho office 
salaries, His Excellency thinks it right to draw the attention of the 
Board to certain suggestions made in the report, viz., the discontinu- 
ance of a second class clerk in the registry department, the substitution 
of writers for third class clerks in the copying department, and the 
abolition of the offices of eight clerks in the copying department. 

The file of papers is returned to you herewith, and the Board desire to 
assure His Excellency that they had not lost sight of the various recom- 
mendations of the Civil Service Inquiry Commissioners ■, and they have 
already in the preparation of their forthcoming annual report, given effect 
to the suggestion of tho Commissioners, that the statistics of the depart- 
mMt should he reduced and simplified as far as practicable, 

The Board did not, however, consider that the recommendations as 
o certain changes in the organization of the department were intended 
to be pressed upon them as arrangements immediately to be adopted, 
and they submit that the language in which the recommendation is 
expressed (see especially paragraph 7 4, in which reference is made to a 
probable increase in the business of the department) does not convey 
that impression. 

^ owever > intention of the Local Government Board to follow 
out those recommendations in the future, as soon and as far as circum- 
stances will permit them to do so.
